THE CHOLERA SPREADS. 


NEARLY TWO HUNDRED CASES 
REPORTED IN LONDON. 


Feers That it May Grow Mach More Serious—Gener- 
al Foreign News—The French in China—Five 
Hundred Chinamen Beheaded— Gappen- 
ings in the Old W orid., 


— 


Lonpon, November 15.—Reports are current in 
Paris of the spread of the cholera to this city, where 
the report states‘that the disease is raging. The 
Paris Temps says there were 187 cases in this city 
yesterday. Last week, the Anglo-Phobist journals 
in Paris, announced an average of 0 cases daily ia 
London, but nothing has transpired 
here concerning an outbreak of the disease in the 
metropolis. The report has created a great seusa- 
tion in Paris. The weather in London is cold, 
bracing and seasonable, and not a single case 
of cholera bas been reported for months past. The 
Loudon newspapers ascribe the above report to 
Frevch chagrin at the immunity of England from 
the cholera. 


Aid for Cholera Sufferers. 

Paris, November 15.—The municipal council 
yesterday, after a heated debate, rejected, by a 
vote of 50 to 14, the proposal to grant 5,090 frances 
to Bretenil as aid for old people where the cholera 
has created serious ravages. A resolution, how- 
ever, was adopted by a vote 24 to 23, which spoke 
in deprecation of the subsidies to the monastenes, 
but. appointed a committee whose duty it 
will be to see to it that all 
sufferers from cholera in such 
instliutions receive proper attention. The coun- 
cil likewise voted an appropriation of 59,000 francs 
for the furtherance of the adoption of sanitary 
measures in private houses. It is now alleged that 
the outbreak at Breteniljasylum was due tothe 
stopping of the supply of broken victuals, which 
bas come about through the prevailing anti-cleri- 
cal fanaticism. Anun who had been iaithfully 
attending the patients at the asylum, succumbed 
to the deadly epidemic yesterday. 


Paris More Hopeful.
